GREETING. 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachiu- 
setts, you are directed to notify and warn the inhabit- 
ants of said town, qualified to vote in elections and 
town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, in said Town, 
on Monday, the fourth day of February, at ten o’cloek 
A. M., then and there to act upon the following arti- 
cles. 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at 
said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers, 
Clerk, one selectman for one year,.one selectman for 
two years, and one selectman for three years, Treas- 
urer, Auditor and one School Committeeman for three 
years, one Assessor for three years,-one Library 
Trustee for three years, one Cemetery Commissioner 
for three years, Tax Collector, Elector under the will 
of Oliver Smith, Esq., Tree Warden and Constables.

To vote ‘‘Yes or No’’ on the question, ‘‘Shall License 
be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
town??’’ 


Article 3. Te receive and act upon the reports 
of all officers, committees, commissioners, trustees of 
the town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sums of 
money as may be necessaryeto defray town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see what the town will do with the 
money received from the County called the Dog Fund. 


Article 6. To see if the town will make an appro- 
priation for the Pubhe Library. 


Article 7. To see if the town will raise money for 
Cemetery purposes. 


Article 8. To see :f the town will authorize the 
treasurer, with the approval of the selectmen, to bor- 
row money from time to time in anticipation of the rev- 
enue of the financial year beginning January 1, 1918, 
and to issue a note or notes therefor payable within 
ene year, any debt or debts incurred under this vote to 
be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 9. To see if the town will make an ap- 
propriation for the, Franklin County Farm Bureau. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to raise 
money to co-operate with the State Highway Commis- 
sion in building improved road, or ‘to take any other 
action regarding improved roads that may be deemed 
necessary. | 
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Article 11. To see if the town will make an ap- 
propriation to tile a section of highway near the site 
of the old So. Hast School House. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to pur- 
chase a road machine. 


Article 13. To see if the town will apppropriate 
$150.00 to repair the highway near the residence of 
Mr. N. T. Heafey. 


Article 14. To see if the town will appropriate a 
sum of money to cinder 1-2 mile of Straits Road. 


Article 15. To see if the town will appropriate a 
sum of money to harden the road leading north from 
the hotel to the Center Cemetery. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by 
posting up attested copies thereof at each of the 
Post-offices in said town, seven days at least before 
the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof, fail not, and make return of this War- 
rant with your doings thereon to the Town Clerk, at 
the time and place of meeting aforesaid.

Selectmen's Report

In submitting our annual report we can only say, 
that we have experienced the same difficulties in at- 
tending to the town’s affairs as we have had as indi- 
viduals. 


The seareity of labor has made it hard to hire men 
and teams for town work, and the prices which were 
paid did not make it possible to cover as much terri- 
tory for the same money as in years past. 


Cinders have been used in the Kast part with good 
results and more should be used this coming year, as 
tney make a good road and one that will wear well. 


The Center and West sections of the town have 
good gravel and with the future outlook for labor it 
would seem that the better way is to put a section 
in each part of the town each year well. 


The road from Graves’ Corner to Bartlett’s Corner 
has been put in good repair but should have another 
coat of oil and sand as early in the Spring as possible 
so as to keep it from raveling and necessitate the use 
of a steam roller later. 


There is on hand today eight metal culverts which 
were purchased for this year’s work but were not put 
m. 
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All the iron bridges are in good repair but eight or 
ten thousand feet of plank will be needed before Fall. 


Attention is called to Article twelve in the warrant 
end it is our hope that it will pass.

Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee of Whately :-— 


1 herewith submit my second annual report as 
Superintendent of the Whately schools. 


Buildings and Grounds 


Whately has excellent school plants. for a town 
of its size. Heating, lighting, sanitary arrangements, 
furniture, maps, books, grounds. and equipment in 
general are up to date and in good condition. One 
feature, however, must be studied at once and provis- 
ion made soon for greater seating capacity. At Hast 
Whately twelve more children appeared at school in 
September than could be accommodated. The conges- 
tion was relieved by raising the age limit for admis- 
sion to six years, thereby eliminating twelve begin- 
ners. This method of nroviding room is but an emer- 
¢eney makeshift and must be so considered. 


The Whately Center building can accommodate 
bat two more children without crowding. As it has 
worked out this year the grades have had to be 
grouped I, II, if and IV, V, VI, VII, VIM, [X—an 
awkward separation. This shows what may be expect- 
ed in the future with entering classes becoming larger 
each year. 
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West Whately has room for some expansion but 
will probably reach a limit before many years. 


In addition to all this, from fifteen to twenty chil- 
dren attend Hatfield schools with tuition payment by 
the Town. 


The citizens of the Town will be called upon very 
soon to provide more school room and it is none too 
early to investigate the possibilities. Building costs, 
probable changes in population, transportation routes 
and costs, number of pupils per grade and per teacher 
must all be considered, ‘in the light of a long term solu- 
tion of the problem. 


Attendance 


Appendices C and D in this report will show very 
forcefully why Whately can not expect to have schools 
of high or even good scholarship under present condi- 
lions of attendance. Good teaching and constant su- 
pervision can not make up for continued and excessive 
absence of the children. The blame for this state of af- 
fuirs rests squarely upon the public and especially upon 
the parents themselves. It is the duty of the citizens to 
see that the school law in regard to attendance is cor- 
rectly enforced. Some citizen, acting for the rest, 
imust assume the active part of attendance officer. Un- 
til this is done, and attendance very materially im- 
proved—as has been done in a nearby town with condi- 
tions almost identical—the educational progress of the 
children will be slow and wholly otu of proportion to 
ihe expenditure made by the taxpayers for teachers, 
puildings, and all that goes to make up a school. 


Readers of this report may be interested to know 
that an attendance report similar to those referred to 
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in this section is compiled monthly and sent to each 
teacher in the School-Union. In some imstances at- 
tendanece has been materially stimulated. 


Teachers and Instruction 


The present teaching foree, consisting of two of 
last year’s teachers and four others have exhibited an 
interest in their profession and a loyalty to school 
aims that deserves recognition by increased salaries— 
ut least more money to furnish an equivalent salary in 
{nese times of alarming rise in the cost of living.

On Wednesday, December 19, 1917, it became nec- ' 
essary to close Whately Center school for lack of coal. 
Two days later, all of the schools closed for the usual 
Christmas recess. At the present writing West 
Whately only has resumed sessions, wood being used 
there instead of coal. No immediate prospect of relief 
ix in sight at this date (Jan. 17). 


B. Teachers: eye | pees 


The Normal Schools in Massachusetts have four 
hundred less enrolled than last year. Industry, needs 
at home, and high costs in general have eaused this 
change. The result will be a stringency in the market 
which may necessitate hiring teachers without train- 
ing or experience. One remedy is to increase salaries 
to hold present teachers, __ Ang 
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C. Curtailment of school opportunities: 


England and France warn us not to lessen our ef- 
forts nor to withdraw our children from school, but 
rather to improve our educational opportunities with 
the grim fact ahead of us that many vacant places 
niust be filled by the boys and girls who are in our 
schools today, and who need every bit of schooling 
tnat they can get. Never has such a chance for teach- 
ing citizenship and civic duty arisen as now. 


- Extraordinary repairs, desirable but not indis- 
pensible additions to equipment, and other such items 
of expense should be postponed for the present so that 
the vital everyday progress may be maintained at as 
high or even a higher standard than heretofore. This 
means money through taxation, but it is a duty that 
should not be shirked.

To summarize present conditions that need atten- 
tion, the following recommendations are presented 
herewith:
